High Risk Insurance Rates Catch Eye of Los Angeles County Solon

For some lime now, many of 

us have felt that one of the 
most flagrant, and yet uncon­ 
trolled, abuses in tlie field of 
automobile insurance has been 
the extremely high cost to the 
so-called "assigned risk" in­ 
sured.

In the last fiscal year there 
were 169,534 drivers who were 
required to obtain insurance 
on this assigned risk basis. Un­ 
fortunately, some of these 
drivers were victims of un­ 
scrupulous insurance agents 
who were charging as much as 
200 per cent above the regular 
cost of similar programs.

I WAS GLAD to note that, 
on May 3, 1960, State Insur­

ance Commissioner K. Britton 
McConni-11, announced that ef­ 
fective on July I, 1060, the cost 
of this special coverage would 
be limited to no more than 15 
per ce.it of the regular insur­ 
ance premium rate.

This now ruling came Into 
effect after Commissioner Mc- 
Connell, Governor Brown, 
members of our Legislature, 
and a committee composed of 
insurance executives met in 
November, 1959, for the ex­ 
press purpose of considering 
what actions could be taken in 
the face of numerous com­ 
plaints from drivers and from 
the responsible leadership in 
the insurance profession.

FROM THIS and other meet­ 
ings there came to the Legis­

lators' attention a request for 
provisions within the assigned 
risk law requiring that the ob­ 
taining of automobile bodily 
injury and properly damage 
insurance under the assigned 
risk plan be made available at 
fair rates to those persons 
"who are in good faith and en­ 
titled to, but unable lo pro­ 
cure, such insurance through 
ordinary channels."

THE LEGISLATURE also 
made provisions for recogni­ 
tion of certain relevant and ob­ 
viously significant discrimina­ 
tory acts by the following stat­ 
utory language:

"Such plans (assigned risk) 
shall contain standards for de­ 
termining eligibility of appli­ 
cants for insurance, and in es­

tablishing such standards the 
following may be taken into 
consideration in respect to the 
applicant, or -any other person 
who may reasonably be expect­ 
ed to operate the applicant's 
automobile with his permis­ 
sion.

"1) HIS CRIMINAL convic­ 

tion record;
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2) his record for suspension 
01 revocation of a Iloenne to 
operate an automobile;

3) his automobile accident 
record;

4) his age and mental, physi­ 
cal, and normal characteristic!, 
which pertain to his ability to 
safely and lawfully operate an 
automobile;

5) the condition or UM of 
his automobile."
